“I want pictures that you have to read, that you have to decode, that take time, that you can get lost in.” 


Alison Bechdel (b. 1960) is an American cartoonist perhaps bestknown for her long-running comic strip 
Dykes to Watch Out For which ran from 1983 to 2008 and was one of the earliest ongoing representations 
of lesbians in popular culture. Bechdel has experienced notoriety that few comic artists ever achieve and 

that women comic artists have never seen, and thus her work exists as a means of creating space for the 
representation of queer voices in the media. Bechdel is preoccupied with the overlap of the political and the 
personal spheres, and the relationship of the self to the world outside. Her work directly addresses themes 
of sexual orientation, gender identity, the representation of women and heteronormative family life. She is 
also committed to disrupting the “masculinist” status quo: “I’m a lesbian writing a strip that has no male 
characters in it— and people somehow manage to construe even that as being a statement about men. My 
strip is not ‘not about men.’ It’s simply ‘about women.’ ... What | want is for men to read my work and 
make the same leap of identity that we [women] have to make when we read one of the 99% of comic strips 
that star straight white men, boys, or animals.” The musical Fun Home is based on Bechdel’s groundbreaking 
2006 graphic memoir, Fun Home: A Family Tragicomic. “Fun Home is about my creative debt to my father,” 
said Bechdel, “It wasn’t until | was almost finished writing the book, which | had been thinking of as a book 
about my father’s death, that | realized that was just the surface story. The deeper story is the story of how 
my father taught me to be an artist.” Other works include her 2012 memoir Are You My Mother? A Comic 
Drama — which examines her relationship with her own mother via the theories of the 20th century British 
psychoanalyst Donald Winnicott — and 2021's The Secret to Superhuman Strength, which continues her 
investigation of the relationship between inside and outside, in this case the outside where she skis, bikes, 
hikes and wanders in pursuit of fitness and, incidentally, self-transcendence. Bechdel’s comics have appeared 
in The New Yorker, Slate, McSweeney’s, The New York Times Book Review and Granta. She has been awarded 
Guggenheim and MacArthur Fellowships, and she is also known for ‘the Bechdel test,’ which measures the 
representation of women in film. Originally from Beech Creek, PA, she now resides in Bolton, VT. 


LISA KRON 


“I’m obsessed with thinking about what theatre offers that we can’t get anywhere else. Here’s a 
thought: the conundrum of being human is that our experience of the world is inevitably limited 
by the boundaries of our own consciousness, and theatre is where we go to get around that ... 
Theatre is not where we see ourselves; it's where we go to find other people.” 


Lisa Kron (b. 1961) is an actress and playwright known for her critically acclaimed autobiographical plays 
2.5 Minute Ride — which moves seamlessly between Kron’s journey to Auschwitz with her septuagenarian 
father, a Holocaust survivor; her Michigan family’s annual pilgrimage to a Sandusky, OH, amusement park; 
and her brother's marriage to his Internet bride — and Well, which is about her mother’s extraordinary ability 
to heal a changing neighborhood, despite her inability to heal herself. Kron first came to recognition as a 
member of The Five Lesbian Brothers (alongside Maureen Angelos, Dominique Dibbell, Peg Healey and Babs 
Davy). The group wrote and performed witty, satiric works from a feminist and lesbian perspective. She 
received Tony nominations for writing and acting in Well, and for Fun Home, she won Tony Awards for Best 
Book and Best Original Score; the latter award was shared with composer Jeanine Tesori and made them 
the first female writing team in history to win in that category. She also won Obie awards for Fun Home, 
2.5 Minute Ride, and her work with The Five Lesbian Brothers. She won the Edward Kleban Prize for most 
promising musical theatre librettist, is a Guggenheim Fellowship recipient and was a finalist for the Pulitzer 
Prize for Drama for Fun Home. 


JEANINE TESORI 


“[l am interested in the outsiders, ] the people who are deemed invisible, are outside the power 
structure in some way. | have felt like that. | went outside myself a lot as a kid. | had a very 
complicated relationship with my dad, who was a very brilliant and dissatisfied person. So, | 
became an observer, and when you pull out of yourself and you are watching the world, you 
really begin to see in a 360 way the people who are not getting the attention. | feel like that’s 
where my heart goes.” 


Jeanine Tesori (b. 1961) is the most prolific and honored American female theatrical composer in 
history. Known for her chameleon-like writing abilities, she created the original scores to Nicholas Hytner’s 
revival of Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night, John Guare’s play Free Man of Color, and Tony Kushner’s adaptation 
of Brecht’s Mother Courage and Her Children, and the musicals Thoroughly Modern Millie; Caroline, or 
Change; Shrek the Musical: Violet; Fun Home; and the currently running Kimberly Akimbo. She won Drama 
Desk awards for Outstanding Music for Twelfth Night and Caroline, or Change, and the Tony Award for Best 
Original Score for Fun Home; the latter award was shared with lyricist Lisa Kron and made them the first 
female writing team in history to win in that category. She also received Tony nominations for Twelfth Night: 
Thoroughly Modem Millie; Caroline, or Change; and Shrek. She is a two-time finalist for the Pulitzer Prize for 
Drama, for Fun Home, shared with Lisa Kron, and Soft Power, shared with Tony Award-winning playwright 
David Henry Hwang. She is the former artistic director of the famed “Encores! Off-Center” concert series in 
New York City Center devoted to groundbreaking off-Broadway musicals.

Chicago's Society for Human Rights becomes the first recognized gay organization in the U.S. 
{t produced the first American publication for homosexuals, Friendship and Freedom. 


The Well of Loneliness by lesbian poet and author Radclyffe Hall brings homosexuality into 
public conversation in the US and England. 


Helen Fontana is born in Lock Haven, PA. 


100,000 gay men and women are killed in Nazi concentration camps throughout Europe. 
They are required to wear pink triangles pinned fo their shirts to signify their homosexuality. 


Bruce Bechdel is born in Beech Creek, PA. 


Gendered segregation amongst soldiers and civil workers during WWII provides the opportunity 
for same-sex/queer relationships. 


The Sex Perversion Elimination Program is created by the U.S. Park Police to intimidate and 
arrest gay men. This and other government-sanctioned anti-LGBTQ tactics became known as 
the “Lavender Scare.” 


Alfred Kinsey writes The Sexual Behavior in the Human Male, which includes a discussion of 
homosexuality and introduces the Heterosexual—Homosexual Rating Scale, or the Kinsey scale, 
a tool used to describe a person’s sexual orientation. 


The Mattachine Society is founded in Los Angelos as the first national gay rights organization. 


Christine Jorgensen becomes the first transgender woman to come out publicly. 
The American Psychiatric Association publishes its first Diagnostic and Statistical Manual 
of Mental Disorders (DSM), in which homosexuality is included as a disorder. 


Homosexuals are banned from government positions by then-president Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Kinsey writes Sexual Behavior in the Human Female, which includes “female homosexuality.” 


Bruce and Helen meet at Lock Haven State Teacher's College (now Lock Haven University), 
performing in a production of Shakespeare's The Taming of the Shew. 


The Daughters of Bilitis are formed as the first lesbian organization.

After graduating from college, Helen lives in Greenwich Village in NYC with her friend Elly 
for two years, working as a secretary and studying acting with Uta Hagen. 


Bruce and Helen marry in Luzern, Switzerland, while Bruce is stationed in Germany with the 
U.S. Army. They live in Europe for almost a year before returning to Beech Creek when Bruce's 
father has a heart attack and Bruce has to take over running the Bechdel Funeral Home. 


Alison Bechdel is born in Lock Haven, PA, and grows up in Beech Creek. 
She has two younger brothers, Bruce (Christian) Bechdel II and John Bechdel. 


Bruce and Helen buy the house on Maple Avenue in a state of decay. 
Bruce's father dies and he officially takes over the Bechdel Funeral Home. 


The first organized U.S. gay rights demonstration happens at NYC’s Whitehall Street 
Induction Center, protesting discrimination in the military. 


The Stonewall uprising occurs due to an unprovoked police raid. The Gay Liberation Front 
is formed in response. 


Alison develops Obsessive Compulsive Disorder (OCD). 
Homosexuality is removed from the DSM. 


Alison leaves high school a year early and attends Simon’s Rock College (now Bard College at 
Simon's Rock) in Great Barrington, MA, where she earns an associate degree. 


Harvey Milk, the “Mayor of Castro Street,” becomes the first openly queer person elected 
to public office, as a member of the San Francisco Board of Supervisors. He is 
assassinated the following year by a former member of the Board of Supervisors. 


The first rainbow pride flag is flown at the San Francisco Pride Parade. 
Alison transfers to Oberlin College in Oberlin, OH. 


The AIDS epidemic begins in the U.S. Since the disease is thought to affect only gay men, 
the epidemic goes largely unacknowledged and ignored by the U.S. government. 


Alison comes out as a lesbian to her parents, and she moves in with her girlfriend Joan for 
the summer.

She learns from Helen that Bruce has had affairs with men and that she is filing for 
divorce. 


Bruce is hit and killed by a Sunbeam Bread truck. Alison believes it was a suicide. 


Alison earns her B.A. in studio arts and art history from Oberlin. She moves to Manhattan 
after being rejected from the graduate programs of multiple art schools. 


Alison creates the first panel of her popular comic Dykes to Watch Out For and it is 
published in WomaNews. It begins appearing bimonthly in gay, lesbian and other 
alternative publications across the country and is one of the earliest ongoing 
representations of lesbians in popular culture. 


Alison moves to Minneapolis to work for the LGBT newspaper The Equal Times. 
Helen sells the house on Maple Avenue. 


The “Don't Ask, Don’t Tell” law is signed by then-president Bill Clinton, preventing LGBTQ 
peoples from serving openly in the U.S. military. 


Alison begins the seven-year process of writing Fun Home. 


Matthew Shepard, a gay college student at the University of Wyoming, was brutally beaten, 
tied to a fence and left for dead. 


The U.S. Supreme Court invalidated ‘sodomy laws’ in every U.S. state and territory, ruling that 
sanctions of criminal punishment for consensual, adult non-procreative sexual activity are 
unconstitutional. 


Alison marries Amy Rubin, her girlfriend of 12 years. They divorce after two years. 
Fun Home is published. 

The “Don't Ask, Don’t Tell” law is repealed by then-president Barak Obama. 

Are You My Mother? is published. 


Helen dies of cancer at age 79.

The musical adaptation of Fun Home opens off-Broadway at the Public Theatre. 


The College of Charleston included Fun Home (the graphic novel) in its “College Reads!” 
program for incoming students for the fall 2013 semester. The Palmetto Family Council, 
a non-profit conservative Christian organization, responds by labeling the book 
“pornographic” and protesting its purchase at a publicly funded university: “If this book 
were a magazine, it would be wrapped in brown paper,” said Oran Smith, director of 
Palmetto Family Council, “We reviewed every book assigned in SC this year. Many were 
provocative. This one is pornographic. Not a wise choice for 18-year-olds at a 
taxpayer-supported college.” 


Same-sex couples are allowed to receive federal mariage benefits. 


Alison is awarded a MacArthur “Genius” grant for “changing our notions of the 
contemporary memoir and expanding the expressive potential of the graphic form.” 

The GOP-controlled South Carolina House of Representatives approved a 2014-2015 
budget bill that cut the College of Charleston’s funding by $52,000, exactly what the 
university spent on its purchase of copies of Fun Home. The cast of Fun Home volunteered 
to put on back-to-back performances of selected songs from the musical without pay — 
on a Monday, their day off — to raise funds to cover the costs of the books. 


Trans students are protected under Title IX. 
Alison marries Holly Rae Taylor. They live in Bolton, VT 


Fun Home debuts on Broadway and wins five Tony Awards, including Best Musical, Best 
Score and Best Book. 


Gay marriage is legalized in the U.S. 


49 people are killed and 53 more are wounded in a mass shooting on “Latin Night” at 
Pulse, a gay nightclub in Orlando, FL. It was the deadliest incident in the history of violence 
against LGBTQ people in the U.S. 


Six weeks after the shooting, the cast traveled to Orlando to put on a benefit performance 
for the victims.
